Who fired the first shot? Wo will not 
know tho answer (if indeed it ever contes 
to ligh) until such (ine as independent 
observers file their reports.

Nato’s flexible response strategy remains 
based on the assumption that nuclear 
weapons will only be used as a last resort, 
conventional fighting having failed to 
have provided the brcathingspace needed 
to nip the conflagration in the bud: 

As a result great store is set by 
conventional forces, particularly ground 
forces in Europe. At present it may be 
assumed that Nato: troops: would: 
assuredly be capable of withstanding a 
conventional attack for a certain period

It all costs money, though, and would 


prove even more expensive if tho 
Americans really were: to withdraw: some 
of thelr troops from Europe and the 
Europeans. were: to, have to bridge the gap 
themselves. 

The development of an ‘independent 
European deterrent would cost & 
fortune that will hardly be forthcoming 
in addition to conventional military 
expenditure: As a. result conventional 
troop. strength could hardly be maintaine- 
dı. What is more, France’s force’ de 
Jrappe is already a controversial military 
quantity because, in technological terms, 
it lags far behind the United States and 
the Soviet Union. This, then is none too 


In Moscow Mr Gromy ko's son Anatoli 
has published a surprisingly favourable 
report on US policy in the seventies, He 
recommends the Kremlin leaders: to forge 
ahead with its improvement of relations 
with (he United States.

Detente doubters gain ground in 
Washington and in Moseow 


Gare have been: registered in both 
Washington and Moscow by those 
who vicw the detente policies of their 
respective governments with growing 
misgivings, yet the leaders of the two 
superpowers are'evidently determined not 
to abarıdon their efforts, 

President Nixorr reiterated. his commit- 
ment to detente in a two-hour talk with 
Soviet Foreign Minister Gromyko in the

Working mothers will now be able to 
claim sickness beneflt and unpald leave. 
This right to unpaid leave In such cases 
cannot be repudiated or even restricted in 
the working contract. 

The injured party — that {1s both 
mothers and fathers — is allowed 
sickness benefit and unpaid leave for five 
working days a calendar year for every 
child. The amount of sickness benefit 
depends on the wage earned. The amount 
1s also determined by the sickness bere flt 
that would be paid to tlie insured part 
after the maximum lenght of paid sic 
leave lıad been exceeded. 

There is some justification for asking 
how much this will cost the community. 
But a solution has been found that will 
almost cover ihe extra costs. The sick 
note bonus will be abolished in future 
and tho 390 nulllion Marks this is 
expected to save will almost balance (he 
eslimalecd extra expenditure of 440 
nillion. The medical insurance contpanies 
therefor see no need to Increase {heir 
premiums.

Bonn probes measures to back 
up abortion law reform 


In future nedical Insurance conıpanles 
will pay the cost of g help in such cases. 
One condition is that the insured party is 
in a hospital or sanatorium and no other 
person living in the same household can 
take over the household chores, The 
family Is therefore not obliged to contact 
the grandnıother and pay for her to travel 
from say Lake Constance to Kiel to take 
care of the home.

This is an {importa step forward in 
theory but what will happen in practice? 
Wiiere are the home helps who will jump 
Into the breech when a case of this {ype 
arises? They are after all In short 
supply. 

The SPD's women politictans explained 
how they wished to attract hone helps, 
“Nobody can bo expected to work for 
the good or their soul” Marie Schlel 
states, “lome helps should not assunw 
responsibilities out of sheer kindness but 
have a riglıt Lo adequate payne nt.”

The government is to contribute an 
annual sum of 55 million Marks a year 
from 1974 onwards and the Federal 
states and local authoritles will add a 
further Lwelve million Marks. 

There is no exact estimate of the costs 
that will then be saved on medical 
treatment following operations ,conduc- 
ted by bnck-street abortionists, Tlie 
amount that the medical insurance 
schenres now have to pay is thought to be 
considerable, Only time will reveal the 
cost of the nev provisions. 

„ Medicnl Insurance companies are 
obliged to cover the cost of consultation, 
examinatlon und te prescripllon of 
contraceptives, Tlie patlent must however 
cover the cost of the contraceptives, 

If lhe patient Is unable lo meet the 
cost, welfare aid nny bc claimed under 
paragraph 70 of the Federal Welfare Aid 
Law. This also applies to consultation and 
abortions for women not covered by any 
medical insurance scheme . 

This aid for Fumily planning is covered 
by paragriph 27 of the Federal Welfare 
Aid Law (“Help in Special Circumstane 
ces"). This corresponds lu the principle 
that Family planning sltould not fail 
because the persons secking help cannot 
afford the necessary costs." the preamble 
to the Bill explains. 

I is being considered wlether lo (uke 
health departments and not the welfare 
authorities responsible for issuing pres 
criptions cabling won¥n to obtiuin [ree 
contraceptives. Because of (he soclul 
stigma they think is involved. many 
wonren decide rot lo take the Pill, 

There is also a motion before the 
Bundestag calling for more advice centres 
for family planning. “We want advice aud 
contraception to become the rule, ııot 
abortion," Marie Schlei comments. 

So far the Federal Republic has only 
fifty “Pro familia’ advice centres and is 
thus underdeveloped in this respect.

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Tlie conflict between the Communists 
and tlıe democralic forces in post-war 
Berlin increased daily, Only once was the 
whole population of the city allowed to 
participate in a (tee election. 

At the end of November 1946 — Ernst 
Reuter had just returned to Berlin ~ the 
communists suffered heavy defeat. The 
Soclalist Unity Party gained 19.8 per cent 
of votes, the CDU 22,2 per cent and the 
Soclal Democrats won comfortably with 
48.7 per cent. 

The Communists soon reacted. The 
Russians prevented Reuter from taking 
offlce after his election as mayor by 
imposing their veto, Reuter was not able 
lo carry out his duties fully until after 
Berlin was divided and the blockade 
separated the freo j of the city from 
the rest of the world. 

After resuming his political activities in 
Berlin he soon recognised the decisive 
struggle in which lhe West was involved 
with the East. He used the full force of 
his personality in his dealings with the 
protesling powers, especially tlhe Ameri- 
cans, and with the political forces in what 
was soon to beconr the Federal Re public 
in order to preserye the freedom of 
Berlin. He managod to convince and 
arouse people and spur (len on lo active 
help and support. 

His never-ending nilitancy is revealed 
in his famous speech to seven Berliners 
before the Reichstag on 9 September

mst Reuter, who died twenty years 
ago on 29 September 1953, was the 
most important and Influential politician

Ernst Reuter returned to Berlin after 
eleven years’ exilo in Turkey. His first 
polltical: post In the clty was as the 
councillor responsible for transport and 
industry. He was then appointed mayor 
and finally Governiug Mayor. 

He worked in the cily against a 
background of daily clashes wilh botlı 
German and Russian Communists to 
preserve Ihe freedom of the Weste mm 
sectors, He entered battle with unparal- 
leled dedicatlon and commitment. 

He could not lıavo continued his 
opposition to the conmunist power bloc 
successfully if ho had not had the 
population behind him and if the Western 
Allles had not backed him up during 
these varly ycars of the LBasl-West 
conflict, 

Reuter’s fight against Russian expan- 
sionisnı — which was obvious to the 
wholes world when the blockade of Berlin 
began, if nol sooner — was rooted in the 
bitter cxperlences gained while he limself 
was a nmtenıber of the Comımunlst Parly. 

Emst Reuter frankly adnuitted the 
importance of this communist phase of 
his polillcal curcer, At (he beginning of 
1947 he wrote that he was taken prisoner 
by tlie Russians in August 1916, leamed 


FT days pass without mention of 
difficulties in connection with Berlin. 
The interpretallon of tie Four Power 
Agreement and the question of the three 
Western sectors’ links with the Federal 
Republic have become a subject of 
controversy between Bonn and the 
Eastern European States, with the Soviet 
Union at their head, far sooner than 
expected. 

The practical side of the Berlin 
Agreement has proceeded without fric- 
tion.

Nairobi IMF conference gets to 
grips with currency reform 


In relative torms, then, America’s role 
has declined in importance. Any new 
mane tary system must take tis change 
into account. This is the crux of tle 
problem invotved. 

What is to happen now that the Nairobi 
conference is over? The nıost salient 
outcome is that the group of twenty 
countries most concemed with reform 
proposals has set itself a deadline. A fresh 
doncept İS to be drawn up by the end of 
next July. 

It would then be submitted to the 
annual IMF confarence in autumn for 
approval. This would be followed by the 
drafting of more detailed texts and 
country-by-country ratification. The new 
monetary Syslcm would be in force In ù 
couple of years or so, 

Sceptles feel all this to be eyewash 
insofar as a new structure can be evolved 
neither in time for the deadline nor 
thereafter, Others reckon the decision to 
represent a realistic timetable, which is 
probably nearer the (ruth. 

The reformers have Iobbed the ball 
falrly and squarely to tlıeir own court 
and cannot clinıb down all that easily, In 
all probability, then, a draft will appear 
and may well be inıplemented, though 
whether graduilly or at ore fell swoop is 
another matter. 

This means that decisions must be 
taken on a number of koy issues in the 
next few months, Action is now called 


for, not words, and it is no secret that it , 


will not bo taken by the members‘of the 
IMF as a whole or even by the Group of 
Twenty.

True, too much money in circulation, 
unrealistic exchange rates and surplus 
demand are contributory factors, but the 
crucial causes of inflation are the stru 
between social groups for a larger slice of 
the cake and the inability of the State to 
mediate stemly enough, 

Perhaps it is just as well we have such a 
glaring example on the hame front, The 
ruthlessness of the airport control-tower 
staff and' the powerlessness of the 
govemntent to counter the selective 
goslow are a text-book example of the 
problems involved. 

In other countries it has been the 
dustmen, the Metro drivers or the power 
station workers who have carelessly 
resarted to blackmall of society in order 
to accomplish their aims. ف‎ 

Other social groups tread the same path 
more discreetly and circumspectly. Even 
though they all ‘are convinced they are 
claiming no more than their due the sum 
total of thelr claims represents more than 
is available, The result is inflation. 

Tho alarming factor is that the point 
now appears to have been reached at 
which tho decline In purchasing power is 
the maln argument fielded in support of 
increasingly higher demands. The danger 
of a spiral involving wages, prices, rents 
and pensions is growing. ب‎ 

Unless the trend is brought to a halt 
soon more will be at stake than the fate 
of the Mark. Inflation also threatens to 
poison relatlons between social groups 
that ate already laying the blame at each 
other's door. Were this tendency also to 
gain momentum a solution ‘would be 
rendered well-nigh Impossible.

century. 

Price freezes and their ilk are proving 
relatively ineffective in Britain, Switzeg» 
land and Italy. In Japan prices have gone 
up by eleven per cent. In this country 
everyone is hoping that the current 
decline in the inflatior rate (prices are 
now only 7.2 per cent up on a year ago) 
will prove permanent. 

Every country has evolved its . own 
means. of combating inflation. Some have 
imposed wage and price controls, others 
have frozen both. Bonn and the 
Bundesbank are trying their luck with 
frec-market frills such as revaluation and 
Income-tax surcharges. High interest ratas 
and appeals for moderation are also part 
.of tho stock in trade, 

No one anywhere has proved strikingly 
successful so far, though, Neither controls 
nor a frce-market {proach hare proved 
able to stem the tide. The only tale one 
hears told is the politicians’ “otherwise it 
would e 0 even worse” — which 
one can êliher take at face value or 
dismiss as high-falutin nonsense. 

General helptessness is l4 due to 
latter-day Inflation belng 0 e of 
bath economic and political factors, 
which is ا‎ economists are finding lt so 
difficult to deal with the situation. 


he prospects of the international 

monetary systom slowly settling 
down have improved a little, This is as 
much as can be said bearing In mind that 
the interests of individual countries and 
groups of countries remain difficult to 
reconcile. 

A number of the şine qua nons on 
whlch any better system must necessarlly 
ba based do not exist The US balance of 
payntents, for instartce, is still well In tho 
red. And with everyone wanting to get a 
leok-in at the conference table it is most 
unlikely that agreement will prove swift, 

These facts were brought home at 
Nairobi, although tho IMF meeting also 
gave rise 1o a rıumber. of hopes. Thera is 
ztertainly less occasion than ever EO 
spond to mentions of the monetary 
system and the International balance of 
payuents with a look of polite but 
complete Lordan. 

Experience has shown that lhe flow of 
mancy belween ona country or continent 
and anatler has no mean bearing on the 
value of (he money in one's own bank 
account, And then there is liquidity and 
ils influence on prices. 

The man in the street has come to 
realise how closely related to the Mark 
and dollar parities sales of Volkswagens in 
ihe United States are. Monetary matters 
have long since ceased (o interest only the 
illustrious few whose specialised 
knowledge is either academlc or

It takes this increased awareness of the 
significance of what is at stake to account 
for te interest shown in many arts of 
the world in a gathering such as Nairobi 
at which days were spent arguing the toss 
about complicated mone tary minutiae. 

The Nairobi IMF meeting has come in 
for harsh criticism In many quarters, the 
fecling being that delegales have merely 
attended a talking-shop and run up 
expenses in (he process. Yet the countless 
speeches did provide some pointers of 
substantial significance for future deve- 
lopments, 

It is, for instance, generally acknow- 
ledged that the inflation spiral is the 
swom enemy of & sound economic and 
social set-up. No one appears still to cling 
to the view that the current inflation 
rates have any saving graces whatsoever. 

What is more, this realisation is shared 
in equal measure by the developing and 
ihe developed countries. The developing 
countries in particular pointed ot time 
ard time again that in the final analysis it 
was Lhey who footed the bill, what with 
aid declining in value and the pices of 
their imports soaring.

Tle agreement was reached with the 
approval and assistance of the state 
government of Lower Saxony in the 
person of Economic Affairs Minister 
Mller (CDU). Burgomaster Dreyer, 
currently a CDU Opposition ‘member of 
the Bundestag, is still a keen nıember of 
the resldents association bul was at the 
time all in favour of the works, So was 
Hans Schmidt, but he has since changed 
his mind with a vengeance.

Hanau public prosecutor Dr Eberhard 
Schramnı, who had Plaumann placed 
under arrest for fear that he might get rid 
of evidence at his plush home İn nearby 
Steinheim, lias so far had little joy with 
his prisoner. 

“Plaumann is not saying a word,” 
Schramm adımils. “His books are 
inaccurale and incomple te. We are having 
to piece everything togelher item by 
item, basing our case mainly on the 
evidence of witnesses who as coincidence 
would have it have themselves seen 
Plauniann's lorrles at work.” 

So far thirty refuse tips used by 
Plaumann’'s lorries have been identified. 
Most of them are in the Hanau and 
Offenbach areas and near Bad Homburg 
and Heidelberg. But Hesse’s Minister of 
Agriculture and the Environment, Dr 
Werner Best, is afraid that this is by far 
from being the end or the story, 

There is meanwhile no doubt whalso- 
ever that Plaumann punıped much of the 
effluent and its contents of resin and 
TNT, benzole, bromide and cyanide 
straight Into the communal drainage 
system. 

The environmental protection unit of 
Hesse criminal investigation department 
note hat Plaumann undertook to dispose 
of the industrial refuse and toxic effluent 
in an appropriate manner on behalf of 
clients who pald up to 150 Marks per 
cubic motre, 

Plaumann disposed of at most one per 
cent of the refuse in the manner 
Intended, He saved time and money by 
dumping 99 per cent on fips intended 
solely for domestic garbage. 

“Plaumann triéked such watchmen as 
there may have been,” says Dr Best, “by 
providing his drivérs with documents 
according to which the loads were mere 
domestic garbage. After a look at the 
papers the drivers were invariably allowed 


combined with water to form hydrochlo- 
rie acid. In tle aftermath fifteen 
measuring devices have been placed at 
strategie points around the factory 
grounds and keep a round-the-clock 
check on chlorine, but fail to register 
other escaped gases. 

Fifteen measuring stations are too few, 
Schniidt complains, His residents assocla- 
ton insists on complete safety. in the 
Manual of Dangerous Stibstances, the 
Bible of environmental conservationists, 
Selımidt has noted that “chlorine usually 
damages your healilı as soon as it is 
smelt,” 

He accuses ihe mamufaciurer of 
misleading the perl public and (he 
authoriles. In the two ûupplieations for 
permission to proceed with Stage Il of 
construction, involving extensions that 
would resull in twice the present daily 
clorine production figure — 2,000 tons in 
all, Dow play down the element of risk, 
Schmidt 4 

With reference to Parngraph 16 of the 
factory regulations (conser nui. 
sance or danger for the general public") 
the residents association has lodged an 
appeal against Stage HH.

The drivers claim to have had no idea 
that their cargo was dangerous. They 
produced forged documents, the watch- 
men took them and their freight at face 
value and not once did the factory 
inspectors check the goods. 

Only a malter of weeks ago (he public 
prosecutor finally managed to urtravel 
details of a scandal that makes the 
Bochum poison affair seem small fry. 

The toxic loads were carried at the 
dead of night. Between four and five in 
the moming lhe drivers occasionally saw 
the skull and crossbones ernblem and the 
inscription “Danger Poison" among the 
garbage they were offloading. 

For two years, from spring 1971 till 
March this year, the Hanau refuse 
disposal firm Hanau-Tank-Kanal employ- 
ed anı entire fleet of heavy goods vehicles 
to transport a poisonous armada across 
country. 

Some 60,000 tons of industrial garbage 
and 10,000 tons of polluted effluent 
including cyanide, arsenic, TNT, resin, oil 
sllcks, acid, benzole and bromidé were 
dumped on tips and in pits around Hesse, 
lhe Rhineland-Pafatinate, Baden-Wirttem- 
berg and the Saar, 

As a rule the cargo was accompanied by 
forged papers declaring the load to be 
harmless. In point of faci, according to a 
Hesse environmental specialist, the 
solvents alone would be sufficient to 
tender the water lable over the entire 
country unfit for human use, 

The pundits are already, at this early 
stage in the proceedings, talking in lerms 
of the gravest polsonous garbage scandal 
ln the history of the Fedoral Ropublice. . 

The mau behind lhe scandal is Siegfried 
Plaumann, the owner of the firm, who 
has been in custody pending trial since 20 
August, He is assumed to have earned 
milllons by neans of alleged environmen. 
tal pallutlon. 


"hre years ago orchards bloomed and 
calile grazed near Bützfleth on the 
Elbe, millway between Hamburg and 
Cuxhaven, Nowadays clouds of toxic gas 
billow fort from tine to time from a 
Dow Clrernicals plant that has nore in 
common with science fiction than the 
contented cows of yesterycar, 

Three years ago consultant cngineer 
Hanus Selımidt from Biützfleih was all in 
favour of the works, run by the fourth 
largest chemicals firm and largest chlorine 
manufacturer in the world and certain, lie 
felt, to do the area a power of good. 

Schmidt, 35, chairman of the residents 
association, is now dolng every lhing in his 
power to slymie projected extensions to 
the works and to make sure tlıat ıo more 
chlorine escapes. 

` Biitzfleth, once an agricultural villnge In 
an orchard nrea, now part of the enlarged 
local authority of Stade, has come to be a 
textbook exaınple of the increasingly 
frequent conflict between industrialisa- 
lion and environmental protection. 

On the one hand there is the chemicals 
giant, its presence due perlly to the 
navigable Elbe and partly to the 
invitation exlended lo it; on the other 
there are lhe local people wiıo feel (hey 
have been sold down (he river and are 
being imposed upun by the newcomer, 
Midway beiwecn the two there is 
officlalcdlom, and as one highranking civil 
servant has put it, fhe authoriles are 
“having trouble keeping things under 
control.” 

“In the last four wecks the prevailing 
smell has only twice been of Dow," 
works ıumıager Michel say's, belittling the 
problem. “Dozens of other times ihe 
smell haş been am agricultural oıe,.” 

Whal he carefully omits to mention is 
that on 12 September he lad Lo alarnı thie 
authori les because dimethyl ether lıad 
cwaped from the newly built methyl 
cellulose plant and intoxicated workers in 
a salt-pit 660 metres (720 yards) way, 

Last weekend Hans Schmidt smelt 
chlorine in a south-easterly breeze in his 
garden, (wo kilometres (a mile and a 
quarter} away fron the works, ~ “and Dr 
Balthasar, Dow's environmental protec- 
tion officer, has admilted to men that he 
noticed the smell irı nearby Schöllisch 
too," 

So far tiıirteen instances of chlorine gas 
escaping have been officially registered, 
"but of course we will never know how 
many there have really been," Schmidt 
adds. 

The most serious instance so far, Michel 
admits, involved 3,000 kilos of clılorine, 
but he claims they were rendered largely 
harmless and 100 kilos at most were 
released into the atmosphere. Schniidt 
insists that lhe entire 3,000 kilos went 
straight into the surrounding air. 

He has appealed to every conceivable 
authority, including Lower Saxon Pre- 
mier Kubel, to whom he mentioned the 
fact that seven peaple died when chlorine 
escaped from a factory at Walsum in 
1952. He wrote to the Prime Minister in 
May but has yet to receive an answer. 

It is a wellknown fact in Slade that 
regional disaster planning has been 
extended to include contingency provi- 
sions for a catastrophe at (he Dow works. 
The authorities have supplied households 
in the region with a leaflet advising what 
to do in the event of chemicals accldents. 

The advice offered in tho event of 
chlorine escaping is “clear off against the 
wind" and “close all doors and 
windows.” 

All thirteen inslances reported have 
heen Investigated by the authorities, wlio 
have reached the conclusion {that 
technical hitches anl human error have 
been resporıslble In equal measure. 

When te dimethy! ether escapod, for 
instanco, it transpired thal a worker had 
furgotten to turn on the cooling-water 
tap ufter a repair. The gas overheated and 
blew the safely disc. “Safety discs," says 
engineer Sclımilt, “are not enough; wilef 
pressure valves are whal are needed." 

fn other Inst ances valves haye been 
destroyed because the: chlorine lias 
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normal on the markel. Under the last 
offset agreement, two years ago, the 
Federal Bank bought US bonds worth 
1wo milliard Marks, 

The conditions . thle purclıass was 
entered into have :cost Bonn some one 
hundred million Marks in lost Interest, 1t 
is doubtful whether .Financo, Minister 
Helmut will be prepared to purchase 
another five to six milllard Marks" worth 
of bonds.

Nairobi IMF conference gets to 
grips with currency reform 


he prospects of the Interriational 

monetary system slowly settling 
down have improved a Httle, This ig as 
much as can be sald bearing in mind that 
the interests of individual colwitries and 
groups of countries remain difficult to 
recancilc. 

A number of the sine qua nons on 
witch, any better system must necessarily 
be based do nat exist. The US balance of 
payments, foc Instance, is still well in the 
red. And with everyone wating to got a 
look-in qt the conference tablo İt 1š most 
unlikely that ‘agreemoeht will prove swift, 

These facts were brought home at 
Nairobl, although the IMF mecting aso 
gave rise {o a number of lıopes, There Îs 
certainly less occuslion than ever to 
respond (o mentions of the manctary 
system and the Inlernational balance of 
payments with a look of polite but 
complete boredom. 

Experlenca has shown that (he flow of 
money belween one country or continent 
and another has no nean bearing on the 
value of the money in one's own bank 
account. And then there is liquidity and 
its influence on prices, 

The man in the street lıas come to 
realise how closely elated to tle Mark 
and dollar ps sales of Volkswagens in 
the United States are. Monetary matters 
haye long since ceased {o interest only the 
lUiustiaus few whose specialised 
knowledge is either academic or 
professional but whose business Is money 

It takes lhis increased awareness of the

The agreement was reached witl the 
approval and assistance of the sfate 
govemment of Lower Saxony in the 
person of Economic Affalrs Minister 
Möller (CDU).

'Hanau’s illegal 
waste disposal 
scandal 


Hanau public prosecutor Dr Eberhard 
Schramm, who had Plaumann placed 
under arrest for fear that he might get rid 
of evidence at his e home in nearby 
Steinheim, has so far had little joy with 
his prisoner. 

“Plaumann is not saying a word,” 
Schramm admits. “His books are 
Inaccurate and incomplete. We are having 
to piece everything together item by 
item, basing our case mainly on the 
evidence of witnesses who as coincidence 
would have it have themselves seen 
Plauntıann's lorries at work,” 

So far thirty refuse tips used by 
Plaumann’s lorries have been identified. 
Most of them are in the Hanau and 
Offenbach areas and near Bad Homburg 
and Heldelberg. But Hesse's Minister of 
Agriculture and the Environment, Dr 
Werner Best, is afrald that this ls by far 
from being the end or the story, 

There is meanwhile no doubt whatso- 
ever {hat Plaumann pumped much of the 
effluent and its contents of resin and 
TNT, benzole, bromide and cyanide 
straight into the communal drainage 
system. 

The environmental protection unit of 
Hesse criminal investigation department 
nota thal Plaumann undertook to dispose 
of the industrial refuse and toxic effluent 
in or appropriate manner on behalf of 
cllents who paid up to 150 Marks per 
cubic metre. 

Plaumann disposed of at most one per 
cent of the refuse in theo manner 
intended, He saved time and money by 
dumping 99 per cent on tips intended 
solely for domestic garbage. 

“Piaumann tticked such watchmen as 
there may have been,” says Dr Best, “by 
providing his drivers wilh documents 
according to which the ioads were mere 
domestic garbage. After a look at the 
papers the drivers were invariably allowed 


combined with water to form hydrochlo- 
rie acid. In the aftermath fifteen 
measuring devices have becn placed at 
strategk points around ihe factory 
grounds and keep a round-the-clock 
check on chlorine, but fall to register 
other escaped gases, 

Fifteen nıeasuring stallions are too few, 
Schmidt complains, His residents associa- 
tion Insists on complete safety. ‘In the 
Manual of Dangerous Substances, tho 
Bible of environmental conservationists, 
Schmidt has noted that “chlorine usually 
damages your health as soon as İt is 
smelt,” 

He accuses lhe manufacturer of 
misleading the general public and the 
authoriles. In the two applications for 
permission to proceed with Stage lI of 
construction, involving extensions that 
would result in twice the present dally 
clorine production figure — 2,000 tons in 
all, Dow play down the element of risk, 
Schmidt claims. 

With reference to Paragraph 16 of the 
factory regulations (sonable nui 
sance or danger for the general public") 
the residents assoclation has lodged an 
appeal against Stage HH.

OF a periol of several years 
hundreds of lorries owned ‘by a 
sewage disposal firm in Hanau, near 
Frankfurt, passed the ‘gates of rubbish 
tips in the Rhine-Main area will loads of 
what was ostensibly domestic garbage, 


but in reality polluted effluent and toxic 


industrial refuse. 

The drivers claim to have had no idea 
Ihat their cargo was dangerous. They 
produced forged documents, lhe watch- 
men look them and their freight at face 
value and not once did the factory 
inspectors check the goods. 

Only a matter of weeks ago the public 
prosecutor finally managed to unravel 
details of a scandal that makes the 
Bochum poison affair seem small fry. 

The toxic loads were carried at the 
dead of night, Belweeu four and five in 
the moming the drivers occasionally saw 
the skull and crossbones emblem and the 
inscription “Danger Poison” among the 
garbage they were off-loading. 

For two years, from spring 1971 till 
March this year, the Hanau tefuse 
disposal firm Hanau-Tank-Kanal employ- 
ed an entire fleet of heavy goods vehicles 
to transport a poisonous armada across 
country. 

Some 60,000 tons of industrial garbage 
and 10,000 tons of polluted effluent 
including cyanide, arsenlc, TNT, resin, qil 
slicks, acid, benzole and bromide were 
dumped on lips and in pits around Hesse, 
the Rhineland-Palatinate, Baden-Württem- 
berg und the Saar. 

As a rule the cargo Was accompanied by 
forged papers declaring tho load {o be 
harmless, In polnt of fact, according to a 
Hesse cenvironmenlal speclallst, the 
solvents alone would be sufficient to 
render {he water table over the entire 
country unflt for human usa, 

The pundils are already, at this early 
singe in the proceedings, talking in terms 
of the gravest po onoue garbage scandal 
in the history of the Federal Republle, 

The man behind tle scandal is Siegfried 
Plaumann, the owner of the frm, who 
has been in custody pending trial since 20 


August. He is assumed to have earned.

ree years ago orchards bloomed and 
cattle grazed near Bützfleth on the 
Elbe, nmıldway betveen Hamburg aid 
Cuxhaven.

Three years ago consultant engineer 
Hans Schmidt from Bûtzfleth was all in 
fayour of Ihe works, run by the fourth 
largest chemicals fim and largest chlorine 
manufacturer in the world and certain, he 
felt, to do fhe area a power of good. 

Selmidt, 35, chairman of the residents 
assoclatiori, is now dolng everything In his 
power to stymie projected extensions to 
the works and to ınake sure that no nore 
chlorine escapes. 

' Butzfleth, once an agricultural village in 
an orchard area, now part of the enlarged 
local authortty of Stade, has come to be a 
textbook example of the inereasingly 
frequent conflict between Industrlnisa« 
tion and environmcutal protec tion. 

On the one hand there is the chemicals 
giuıt, lls presence due partly to the 
navigable Elbe and partly to the 
invitation extended ta it on the ather 
there are the local people who feel they 
have been sould lawn (le river and are 
being inposed upon by the newcomer. 
Midway between the (va ihere is 
officialdom, and as one highranking civil 
servant has put İt, the authorities are 
ring trouble keeping things under 
cortrol.™ 

“In the last four weeks the prevailing 
smell has only twice been of Dow," 
works nıanager Michel says, belittling the 
pioblent. “Dozens of ather times the 
smell lıas been an agricultural one." 

What he carefully omits to mention is 
ıat on 12 Septenıber he lıad to alarm the 
authorities becouse dimethyl ether had 
escaped from the newly built methyl 
cellulose plant and intoxicaled workers in 
a salt-pit 660 metres (720 yards) away. 

Last weekend Hans Schmidt smelt 
chlorine in a southreasterly breeze in his

The most serious instance so far, Michel 
admits, involved 3,000 kilos of chlorine, 
but he claims they were rendered largely 
harmless and 100 kilos at most were 
released into the atmosphere. Schmidt 
insists that the entire 3,000 kilos went 
straight into the surrounding air. 

He has appealed to every conceivable 
authority, including Lower Saxon Pre- 
mier Kubel, lo whom he mentioned the 
fact that seven people dicd when chlorine 
escaped from a factory at Walsum in 
1952. He wrote to the Prime Mîlnister in 
May but has yet to receive an answer. 

It is a well-known fact in Stade that 
regional disaster planning has been 
extended to include contingency provi’ 
slons for a catastrophe at ihe Dow works, 
The authorities have supplied households 
in the region with a leallel advising what 
to do it the event of chemicals accidenls. 

The advice offercd In the event of 
chlorine escaping Is “clear off against the 
wind” and “close all doors and 
windows," 

All thirteen inslances reported have 
been Investigated by the authorities, who 
have reached the conclusion that 
technical hitches and hunian error have 
beon responsible in equal nıeasure. 

When the dimethyl ether escaped, for 
instance, İL (transpired Uıal a workor had 
forgotten 10 turn on the cooling-water 
tap after a repair, The f overhealed and 
blew dıo safely disc. “Safoty discs,” says 
engineer Schmidt, “are not enough; relief 
pıgssure valves are what are nceded,."" 

la other Inst ances valves have been 
destroyed because the chlorine has

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Problem of failure 
at school

r Akinlaja of the Iustitute for Youll 
Psychiatry, stated at the Paediatric 
Associalion Congress in Nuremberg thal 
one of the most serious problems faced 
by children in their first few years at 
school is failure. 

At present ore third of all children do 
not reach the required standard by tlie 
tine hey leave elementary school. 
Though the figure before the First World 
War was as high as sixly per cent, Dr 
Akinlaja stated, the current failure rate 
represents a deterioration of the situation 
as conditions have changed. 

Children have fewer opportunities in 
the technological world to show their 
worth. In the past a bad pupil could 
easily turn out to be the best worker on 
his father's farm. Now however schools 
are one of lhe only places where a child 
can demonstrate his ability. School 
failure today is therefore a greater threut 
to personality aml a feeling Of security. 

The constunt How of new guldelines, 
curricula and teaching methods plie 
excessive demands on teachers, parents 
aml above all children, Dr Akiulaja 
commented. The persuns most invulyed 
had no weapons with which to combat 
this dilemma.

This attitude cannot be understood in a 
country iike the Federal Republic, 
Professor Mutke stated, After all, 
Germany has long been able to point to 
the famous Hanna Reitsch as a good 
example of what women can do at the 
joystick. 

rofessor Lomov, the Russian psycho’ 
logist, told the congress that airlines in 
the Soviet Union on the other hand 
employed women pilots. 

rotessor Mutke is convinced that 
women are capable of greater performance 
than men in the cockplt and in 
manned space flight, The only medical 
problem is the period of reduced 
performance during menstruation. : 

But this problem can be overcome by 
means of careful selection, aptitude tests 
and the three-month contraceptive jab. 
Moreover, women aro more patlent, more 
persistent, calmer and less prone to pain 
Han men. 

But women have little chance of 
becoming crew members of manned space 
stations. Though Professor Mutke claims 
they are more suitable than men, there 
will be no place availablo for a woman 
unlil the ciglıties at the earliest, :

The researclers hope to discover 
verlaln characteristic loatures in the 
dermatoglyphs which will Indicate 
whether a person is suffering ftom a 
lereclltiry disease or has Inherited a 
susceptibility to develop diubetes, cont- 
plaints of the thyrold gland or possibly 
Oven CANUCT. 

These sulentists ~ mainly anthropolo- 
gists, geneticists, gynaeculopgists aud 
puediatricians — study hand and 
footprints in order to track down diseases 
in their early stages much as criminolo. 
gists track down a crlnıinal. 

This method has obvluusly nothing to 
do with clûromancy', the supposed ability 
to read iû persoır's character and destiny 
from the lines of lis palm, But it İs very 
reminiscent of the “optical diagnosis" 
which was sonıclimes practised in the 
past to achicve the samme end. 

Can papillary line diagnosis therefore 
be taken seriously as a ınethol to track 
down diseases by locking at the hands 
aul feet? The reputable Pscliyrembel 
medical dictionary does nHOl conımit 
itself, 

Professor Willibald Pschy’rentbel himself

is considered to be so oriented towards 
physical complaints that the mentally 
sick often do not consult a doctor or, if

Dr Troschke clalms that diseases cannot 
be treated and understood in isolation of 
the social conditions In which they are 
contracted. “The general practioner’s 
fleld of activity has therefore changed,” 
he concludes, 

Doctors must take the patients’ 
complaints and problems seriously and 
not be overhasty in seeking a diagnosis or 
trying to treat tiem along physical lines. 
Patients nıust be prevented from reducing 
thelr state of social conflict to a merely 
physical complaint. 

Troschke writes that a frank discussion 
of the situation between doctor and 
pallent can often help. Whatever the case, 
prescribing tablets cannot be regarded as 
adequate treatment of Ihe mentally sick. 

"General practitioners should go 
heyond the individual case and the 
Individual course of treatment and 
contribute lo the prevention of dise ase by 
paying more lhouse.calls anci cooperating 
more clusely wilh colleagues, works 
dectors and the tıeallh authorities,” 
Troselhke writes, "General practitioners 
must break out of the isolation imposed 
upon them by their individual practice. 
There appears to be a special need for 
more intensive cooperıtion with hospl- 
tals, advice centtes, sacial workers, 
psychologists and psychotherapisis.””

0" patient in three consulting a 
general practitioner suffers front 
mental or psychosomatid disorders and 
can therefore be classified as mentally 
sick. The medical joumal Diagnosfik 
published in Frankfurt, has drawn 
doctors’ attention to this alarming fact. 

The joumal mentioned a medical 
survey conducted among seven thousand 
patients which revealed tlıat family 
problems topped the fist of factors 
prompting mental trouble. Twenty-eight 
per cent of cases could be attributed to 
this cause. 

Financial trouble wes the cause in 
twenty per cent of the cases, loneliness in 
foueen per cent, ambiloun and the wislı 
ta be adnıiwd in eleven per cent and 
accomodation prohlems in six per cent of 
the cases. 

It is assumed that only about onc fifth 
of hose persons suffering from psyehO« 
genic yeactlons, neuroses and psychoso- 
matic diseases actually consull their 
ductor. 

A represenlalive survey in Hesse 
reveled that 44 per cent of the 
nupulation who thought they were 
oihy suffered frum headaches, inisur- 
ula or clıronic fatigue, Sixteen per cent OF 
diem had consulted u duçlor.' THe 
remainder ellher trealed (hermselves or 
dispersed with lreutment altogether, 

Dr J.¥. Troschke of Ulm Universily"s

et another cven more alarming 
development mduced me (to issued a 
second manifesto on 13 April last, My 
latest protest was directed agalnst the 
training of marine mammals by the navies 
of the great powers.

“Lt is fairly clear,” I wrote, “where this 
development nıust necessarily lead, In the 
event of war or political crises these 
marine mammals will be slaughtered 
indiseriminatiely. Since they do not wear 
uniform there is no way of telling 
whether creatures that surface in the 
vicinity af vessels or bases are harmless or 
trained, and as marine mammals have to 
surface at regular intervals to breathe il is 
easy enough to shoot them.” 

The great powers really ought t5 stop 
trtiming dolphins, sea-lions and the like to 
perform mililary duties, lt is a disgraceful 
state of affairs to lovingly protect and 
study the hahits of aniınals in order, to all 
intents and purposes, to condemn them 
to extinction. 

Something must at long lust be dune to 
protect sea creatures, but who is to grasp 
the initiative? The paliticlans? We havd 
already reached the stage ùt which men 
must prolecl Nature from the depreuit 
tions of Mankind. 

As fır ûs the sea is concerned we sill 
have the opportunity uf learning thd 
lessons that have become sm apparent in 
the cuurse of the exploration and 
exploitation of the lund. Above all, we 
must cast otf it little ûf our arrogance and

The championships used not to do any 
harm, but now they ar¢ a mistaken 
symbal. It is ridiculous to award a prize 
to the diver who kills most fish in the 
presribed time - at the Cuba world 
championships the winner polished off 
nearly 500 kg of fish! We never received 
an arıswer to our letter of complaint. 

Protessor Grzimek and the director of 
the World Wild Life Fund supported our 
campaign. but he was as unsuccessful as we 
had been. Yet meanwhile a large number 
of prominent divers from Australla, the 
United States and other coutries backed 
up our demands. 

Regulations have been laid down in a 
number of countries: the Bermudas, 
Bonaire, the Seychelles, Mexleo, Sudan. 
In others hunting with an aqualung has at 
least been banned. But the world 
championships, in which harpoon manu- 
facturers have a financial interest, 
continue. 

A no less alarming trend is the way in 
which coastal ares are being laid waste 
by the collection of coral, sea snails and 
other flora iùnd fauna. Ounce these 
trophies start to slink they are generally 
thrown away, and the areas where tey 
are collected ure fast being stripped bate 
by souvenir hunters. 

Regulations governing fast-growing 
marine tourism are urgently needed, since 
the situation will not improve as long as 
Man considers himself to be God's own 
gift tO Nature. The submarine world is 
one of lhe wonders of the world and does 
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Amed with manual harpoons and 
underwater cameras the three of us, all 
students, spent eight months exploring the 
coral reefs of the Caribbean, 

“It is my honest conviction,” I wrote İn 
a manifesto published in 1971, “that 
drastic means ate needed here, Conserva- 
tions zones and underwater parks are 
important, but they are not enough. 
Issuing hunting permits is of little use, 
still less a licence to kill a specific number 
of certain species of fish. Who is going to 
check whether the provisions have been 
complied with? 

“The only way to combat the problem 
is x raot-and-branch solution: a world- 
wide ban on all mechanical underwater 
hunting equipment.” 

Any such ban would, of course, mean a 
substantial financial loss for the manufiu- 
turers and retailers of this kind of 
equipment, but would the [oss be ù5 bad 
as it is made out to be? Once fish stocks 
are exhausted: diving will lose much of its 
attraction and, commercially speaking, 
less diving gear, fewer underwater 
cameras and less other equipment will be 
sold."
